M .V.City of Rayville, 5883 tons, built in Tampa, Florida in 1920, converted 
to diesel in 1927. Owned by American Pioneer Line. This ship had the 
dubious honour of being the first American merchant marine vessel to be sunk 
in World War II as a result of hostile enemy action. The incident occurred 
in the early morning hours on 9th November 1940 off Victoria’s southern 
coast. The German raider ‘Pinguin’ had earlier set mines in the busy shipping 
lane between Apollo Bay and Cape Otway, and the ‘City of Rayville’ struck 
one and sank with the loss of one life. Fishermen from Apollo Bay heard 
the explosion and rescued the survivors later that morning. The painting 
shows the ship emptied of cargo and being berthed at a dock by tugs in Port 
Pirie, South Australia ready to be loaded with a cargo of lead ingots bound 
for M elbourne. The ship’s strongroom contained a large quantity of cash to 
pay the company’s crew members. The wreck has never been explored. The 
artist has exhibited widely in the maritime art tradition of ‘ship portraiture’, 
and also calssical maritime art themes. Works have been sold globally and 
some as limited edition prints; early works are held in the Latrobe Library. 
The production of the ‘City of Rayville’ has been thoroughly researched in 
Australia and the U.S.A. with the help of Captain George Duffy, a surviving 
crew member of the American pioneer Line.

The issue is not recognised by either ESC or Spink, however the style 
of the countermark is similar to the regular octagonal countermarked 
dollars. A number of numismatic writers have remarked on these fractional 
countermarked coins. M anvillein BN} Vol.70, in 2000 (p.107-111) concludes 
that all fractions are concoctions madein the early 19th century, hecan only 
explain the use of genuine oval countermarks on these fractions by the duty 
mark punches for the head being available for silver marking at the nine 
silver hallmarking regional centres and used by workman to create fractions. 
Seaby in ESC in the first edition in 1949 includes the two reales as a fourteen 
pence coin and oval on a one real as seven pence, but it was dropped in the 
second edition in 1957. Pridmore also questions the official status of these 
Spanish dollar sub divisions. The official records clearly indicate that only 
dollars were countermarked, however Kelly in Spanish Dollars argued that 
fractions in Bank accounts indicated that smc“ all coins must have been 
marked as nearly half of the day totals made show half and quarter dollars. 
Consequently the Bank added half and quarter dollars to make up a bag to 
the standard weight of 1000 ounces troy. The true explanation is yet to be 
established but clearly these fractions are most interesting and important to 
any collector of this series.

The Chou Dynasty (1125 - 255 BC ) paved the way for the first unification 
of Chinain 221 BC. During the Zhou dynasty, China evolved from a feudal 
state with power divided among vassals to one with a strong centralized 
government. The practice of casting weapons, farm implements and coins 
out of iron and copper had begun during this time, permitting the Chou to 
grow considerably.

This is an interesting numismatic medal. Jos, Toribio M edina (21 October 
1852 - 1930) was a Chilean bibliographer. H e was born at Santiago, Chile, 
and was educated for the bar. His first publication, when a very young man, 
was a metrical translation of Longfellow’s Evangeline. When twenty-two 
he was appointed secretary to the legation at Lima, Peru. After his return 
he published a history of Chilean literature (1878), and a work upon the 
aboriginal tribes (1884). In this latter year he was appointed secretary of 
legation in Spain, and availed himself of the opportunity of examining 
the treasures of the old Spanish libraries. These researches, repeated on 
subsequent visits to Spain, and also to France and England, enriched 
him with a mass of historical and bibliographical material. Among his 
publications may be mentioned the Biblioteca hispano-americana, a catalogue 
of all books and pamphlets relating to Spanish America printed in Spain; 
the Biblioteca hispano-chilena, a similar work, commenced in 1897; the 
standard and magnificent history of printing in theLa Plata countries (1892); 
comprehensive works on the Inquisition in Chile, Peru and the Philippines; 
and the standard treatise on South American medals (1899) and several others 
on coins from South American countries. In addition, M edina produced the 
fullest bibliographies yet attainable of books printed at Lima, M exico and 
M anila, and a number of memoirs and other minor writings. No other man 
had rendered anything like the same amount of service to the literary history 
and bibliography of the Spanish colonies.

On the 9th February 1900 Private 
Kruger of the 1st West Australian M ounted Infantry was a member of a 
patrol of 30 men ordered to hold an exposed position on an isolated hill at 
Slingersfontein. From 6 in themorning until 7 in the evening the patrol defied 
the Boers who surrounded and vastly out-numbered them. At about 10.00am 
in the morning Sergeant H ensman moved out to an exposed position on the 
right flank in an attempt to repel a party of Boers who were closing in on the 
outpost. H ewas badly wounded and collapsed with a shattered right thigh. 
Private Kruger immediately left his trench and, under heavy fire, bound up 
the Sergeant’s wounds and built a stone parapet around him, the Boers then 
attempted to rush the position but Private Kruger killed four of them with 
rifle fire. Kruger was wounded in thehand and had his helmet and bandolier 
holed by enemy fire. When darkness fell the West Australians were able to 
infiltrate out through the Boer lines. Private K ruger refused medical assistance 
for himself and insisted on leading the Doctor and stretcher bearers back 
through the enemy lines to recover Sergeant H ensman. The General O fficer 
commanding congratulated the 30 men on their courage and determination. 
Their stand against 300 Boers had entirely frustrated the enemy’s attempt to 
turn the flank of the position. The position so magnificently defended was 
named ‘West Australian Hill’.

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius Caesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar’s heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king’s name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, not however on this example. Coson’s coin 
type makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a 
sceptre and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that 
prompted Caesar’s assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman 
magistrate with his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus 
himself in 54 B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin 
kings and founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. 
This design thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican 
traditions.

The staters of the Boiotian Confederacy of the 4th Century are well known 
to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on 
the obverse the usual Boeotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with 
the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the 
handles or extra symbols above the amphora. Although the coins do not bear 
the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boeoetian Confederacy, 
was most likely respsonsible for their issuance. In his study of the series, 
“The 4th Century BC M agistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy,” in 
N umismatica K hronika (1998), Robert H eoworth has identified 45 (two are 
uncertain) different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins in 
the early years of the fourth century and ends at the latest in 335 BC, when 
the city was razed by Alexander the Great. Through an intensive die study, 
H epworth has been able to identify the internal order of this series although 
an absolute chronology still waits to be determined. T he actual identities of 
most of the magistrates remain obscure. H owever, the magistrate abbreviated 
as EPPA or EPAM has been identified as the historical Epaminondas (see 
“E paminondas’ Coinage,” in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress 
of Numismatics, [London 1986, pg. 35-40]), who, at the battle of Leuctra in 
371 BC, successfully led the Boiotians against the invading Spartan army, thus 
ending nearly 300 years of Spartan military supremacy. Epaminondas would 
meet his death in 362 at the battle of M antinea. Hepworth in describing 
the series noted 1700 examples recorded from all the sources found over 
a period of 25 years of researching. The series is divided into four major 
groups with sub-division within. It is established by die-links and hoard 
evidence of the approximate order of issue. The series appears to have an 
annual changeof magistrates. TheBCD example from the same dies in good 
very fine (lot 494, realised $950 +15% US). This magistrate (W )astias was 
the pro-Spartan rival of Androkleidas and was instrumental in the latter’s 
exile and assasination.

The ancient city of Zeugma, was founded in 300 B.C. by Seleukos N ikator, 
one of the generals of the Alexander the Great. At that time the city was 
named after the general and called “ Seleukia on the Euphrates.” The 
population in the city was approximately 80 000. In 64 B.C. Zeugma was 
conquered and ruled by Rome and with this shift the name of the city was 
changed to Z eugma in Greek meaning “ bridge-passage.” During Roman rule, 
the city became a regional centre, as the city of Zeugma was on thesilkroad 
connecting Antioch to China with its own quay on the river Euphrates. In 
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256 A.D. Zeugma was destroyed by the Sassanian King, Sapur | and invasion 
was so dramatic that Z eugma city was not able to recover for many years. 
In thesummer of 2000, this city oneof the great frontier cities of the Roman 
Empire, all but disappeared from the face of the Earth under the flood waters 
of adam. The Turkish government over the past twenty years built a series 
of dams on the Euphrates river.
